Occasional lots sold for multiples of estimate; other lots reportedly brought much 
more immediately after the sale. A great many lots sold for fractions of estimate, 
often for as low as $1.00 (some of these featured estimates as high as $150.00). 
Several lots of nineteenth century “bound books of numerous [auction) catalogues 
of the period” were described as being “interleaved with illustrations from various 
numismatic literature.” This impenetrable terminology was employed to describe 
very rare early United States auction catalogues issued with photographic illustra¬ 
tions before it became customary to include lot numbers or captions on the plates. 
Needless to say, many purchasers in these auction sales were pleasantly surprised 
when their lots arrived in the post.

As a cambist, this work has many useful numismatic applications but the section 
on American coins is by far the most interesting. Historical facts and unsubstanti¬ 
ated rumor are interwoven indiscriminately into entertaining if not always accu¬ 
rate accounts. For example, a very long story is given in explanation of the rarity 
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of the 1804 dollar: “19,570 pieces were struck, and, with the exception of a few, 
were all exported to Africa to pay the sailors and soldiers engaged in the war against 
Tripoli...and only very few of them, if any, were brought back by the returned 
victors;” of the “1801 ” half eagle: “Diligent inquiry establishes that a Half-Eagle of 
1801 is in the coin collection of Edward Wood...On the 10th of June 1801, the 
bashaw of Tripoli... declared war against the United States...Captain Bainbridge 
was despatched to cruise in the Mediterranean, in order to protect American com¬ 
merce. Before leaving the U. S. it is surmised that the purser of his vessel was pro¬ 
vided with Half-Eagles of that year’s coinage...;” and a humorous account is given 
of the 1794 proposal to replace the eagle on coins with a goose, “a most humble 
and republican bird, and would, in other respects, prove advantageous, inasmuch 
as the goslings would be convenient to put on the ten and five-cent pieces.”

His career as a coin dealer and auctioneer was brief, beginning in 1903 
and ending in 1906, when he was expelled from the American Numismatic Asso¬ 
ciation. A decade later, Tom Elder termed Adams “a unique numismati.st who for¬ 
merly had offices in the Scrapiron, and an interview with whom is sought by sev¬ 
eral individuals.”

Apparently, the “French 
Baronial Coins, &c., Silver” comprising lots 790-811, were not part of Balmanno’s 
collection and are not priced. The proceeds of the Low sale total $3,550.86, per¬ 
haps less $108.30, the total of eleven lots of British coins listed in pencil on the last 
page. Some of these are annotated in the catalogue, citing results for similar pieces 
in the Mickley and other prominent collections. Presumably, these pieces were 
bought back by Balmanno, though some annotated lots apparently brought a price 
sufficiently high that he was content to part with them. The most expensive “buy¬ 
back” was a 1658 “Oliver Cromwell as Protector of the Republic” crown @ $25.50. 
Given its attributes, the conclusion seems inescapable that the volume at hand 
belonged to Balmanno. Research by John Kraljevich, published in the November 
19, 2006 E-Sylum, provides a good deal of biographical information on this im¬ 
portant nineteenth century American numismatist, who was “long an honorary 
member of the American Numismatic and Archaeological Society and it is said 
that his collection of Greek and Roman coins was the most valuable ever gotten 
together in this country. It was purchased by the British Museum.” A portion of 
Balmannos’ collection was sold in 1873, and a fourth sale was held in 1903, the 
year following his death.

(250.00) 
Intended to be David Proskey’s annotated sales room copy, marked “Private DP” 
in pencil on the upper cover, in his distinctive hand. This catalogue offered the 
remarkable collection of Dr. Henry R. Linderman, featuring restrikes, rare pat¬ 
terns, and other Mint-produced concoctions. It was impounded by the United 
States Government and the sale did not take place. Several months later, the col¬ 
lection was sold under the auspices of Scott Stamp & Coin Company, minus a 
number of pieces confiscated by Treasury agents as being in violation of the 1873 
coinage law that Linderman himself had helped to draft. Proskey’s annotations 
include commissions from J. W. Porter and Sturges, notes on specimens already in 
Proskey’s collection, etc. One of the newspaper clippings, dated June 12, 1887 in 
pencil, announces “Another Big Coin Sale”; another, extremely interesting one, 
dated June 28, 1887 in pencil, is entitled “A Coin Sale Stopped by the Govern¬ 
ment”; and the remaining two report on the 1888 sale. Entitled “Linderman pat¬ 
terns,” Proskey’s handwritten note includes his list of those “I Have,” those wanted 
“not in Davis,” etc. A unique, most evocative example of this fabled catalogue. 
When the collection was finally sold on February 28,1888, Low was an employee 
of the Scott firm. The change of venue is attributable to Low’s having ceased inde¬ 
pendent operations in the interim, entering the employ of J. W. Scott for nine 


years before resuming his own business. This hiatus is presumably attributable to 
financial problems precipitated by the unrecovered costs of producing the origi¬ 
nal Linderman catalogue.

In 
the catalogue, lots consigned by Proskey and the prices they brought are recorded, 
apparently in the hand of Smith. Included are the large cents lots commented 
upon in the prior lot. On a small sheet of paper also present here, Proskey’s com¬ 
putations of sale proceeds is recorded on one side in pencil; on the other side is the 
following ink note:“Recd New York June 29th 1886 [ 1885?) — from David Proskey 
the sum of OneHimdred and fifty five 88/100 dollars balance in full to date, (signed) 
H. P. Smith, $ 155'^.” This, and a prior lot, .seem to confirm a “common-law” mar¬ 
riage before the two formally exchanged vows upon the formation of the New 
York Coin and Stamp Company a few years later.
